Continuation of 2. NOTE: The amendment introduces a new limitation "wherein the transmission unit is configured to select a specific 
operation mode". This limitation introduces new issues because it was not earlier presented. The limitation requires a new search.. 



Continuation of 10. Other: Response to Remarks: 

Examiner disagrees with Applicants that Shaffer's error tolerance is not based on line state information. This is because Shaffer 
determines statistical information based on transmission line parameters (Line state) (Col. 6, lines 5-10). Also, Examiner respectfully 
disagrees that it is not obvious to combine Shaffer '490 with Shaffer '668. This is because of the same reasons given in the 8/25/03 
Office Action. The argument that Shaffer '668 would only "replace" one path with another appears to support Examiner's disagreement 
because Claim 6 recites adding a line and disconnecting the line based on error levels and Shaffer '668 teaches switching (adding and 
disconnecting) paths based on error levels. Examiner noted Applicants* interest to discuss matters with respect to allowability and 
respectfully reiterates his invitation for Applicants to contact Examiner.. 
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
